—  The  Salem  Hysteria  — 
Witches  in  Colonial  Massachusetts

T  k  , 

I  he  Salem  witchcraft 
hysteria  of  the  1690s  is  well-known  to 
American  numismatists.  Various 
Massachusetts  silver  coins,  mostly 
pine  tree  shillings,  were  bent  by  pan¬ 
ic-stricken  Puritans  (usually  by  the 
teeth)  and  kept  on  the  body  as 
talismans  against  demons.  The  coins 
were  often  holed  and  worn  about  the 
neck.  The  following  account  of  the 
witchcraft  episode  is  taken  from  the 
article  “Original  Passages  in  the  Life 
of  the  Celebrated  Sir  William  Phips", 
which  appeared  in  the  Knickerbocker 
Magazine  (New  York  City),  published 
in  December,  1836.  The  author  of  the 
article  is  identified  only  by  the  initials 
H.H.R.  in  the  magazine.  As  far  as  I 
know  this  article  has  never  been 
republished  and  this  is  the  first  time 
this  material  has  appeared  in  nearly 
1 50  years.  Readers  near  a  large  public 
library  may  be  able  to  obtain  this 
magazine,  which  was  published  for 
several  years  in  the  1830s,  and  which 
contains  a  wealth  of  source  informa¬ 
tion  on  life  in  the  U  S.  in  that  early 
period.  We  pick  up  the  article  here 
after  Phips  had  been  appointed  gover¬ 
nor  of  New  England  in  1692. 

“This  was  a  critical  time  with  New- 
England.  It  was  the  commencement 
of  that  great  and  well-known  mystery, 
the  Salem  witchcraft.  We  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  enlightened  age  may  consider  it 
folly  to  revive  such  a  ridiculous  sub¬ 
ject,  but  as  it  is  so  closely  connected 
with  the  present  sketch,  it  will  be  par¬ 
doned. 

“A  very  old  work  [Ed.  note:  The 
work  referred  to  was  judged  to  be 
very  old  in  1836,  so  we  can  assume  it 
was  at  least  100  years  old  at  that  time] 
now  before  me  says:  'The  arrival  of  Sir 
William  Phips  to  the  government  of 
New-England,  was  at  a  time  when  a 
governor  would  have  had  occasion 
for  all  the  skill  in  sorcerie  that  was 
ever  necessary  for  a  Jewish  coun¬ 


cillor— at  a  time  when  scores  of  poor 
people  had  newly  fallen  under  a  pro¬ 
digious  possession  of  devils,  when  it 
was  then  generally  thought  to  have 
been  by  witchcraft  introduced.  It  is  to 
be  confessed  and  bewailed,  that 
many  inhabitants  of  New-England, 
and  young  people  especially,  had 
been  led  away  with  little  sorceries, 
wherein  they  did  secretly  those  things 
that  were  not  right,  against  the  Lord 
their  God;  they  would  often  cure 
hurts  with  spells,  and  practice 
detestable  conjurations  with  sieves, 
and  keys,  and  peas,  and  nails,  and 
horse-shoes,  and  other  implements,  to 
learn  the  things  for  which  they  had  a 
forbidden  and  impious  curiosity. 
Wretched  books  had  stolen  into  the 
land,  wherein  fools  had  been  in¬ 
structed  to  become  able  fortune¬ 
tellers,  and  by  these  books  the  minds 
of  many  had  been  so  poisoned,  that 
they  studied  this  finer  witchcraft,  etc. 
Scores  of  people,'  continues  our  an¬ 
cient  author,  'were  arrested,  with 
many  praeternatural  vexations  upon 
their  bodies,  and  a  variety  of  cruel 


torments,  which  were  evidently  in¬ 
flicted  from  the  daemons  of  the  in¬ 
visible  world.  The  people  that  were 
infected  and  infested,  in  a  few  days' 
time  arrived  unto  such  a  refining 
alteration  upon  their  eyes,  that  they 
could  see  their  tormentors;  they  saw  a 
devil,  of  a  little  stature,  and  of  a 
tawny  color,  attended  still  with  spec¬ 
tres,  that  appeared  in  more  human 
circumstances.  These  tormentors 
tendered  unto  the  afflicted  a  book, 
requiring  them  to  sign  it,  or  touch  it, 
at  least,  in  token  of  their  consent  to 
be  listed  in  the  service  of  the  devil; 
which  they  refusing  to  do,  the  spec¬ 
tres,  under  the  command  of  that 
black-man,  as  they  called  him,  would 
apply  themselves  to  torture  them 
with  prodigious  molestations.  The  af¬ 
flicted  wretches  were  horribly 
distorted;  they  were  pinched  black 
and  blue;  pins  would  be  run  every 
where  in  their  flesh;  they  would  be 
scalded  until  they  had  blisters  raised 
upon  them,  and  a  thousand  other 
things  before  a  hundred  witnesses. 
Their  hands  would  be  tied  together 
with  a  rope,  plainly  to  be  seen,  and 
then  by  unseen  hands  presently 
pulled  up  a  great  way  from  the  earth 
before  a  crowd  of  people.  One  person 
was  cruelly  assaulted  by  a  spectre, 
that  she  said  ran  at  her  with  a  spindle, 
though  no  one  else  in  the  room  could 
see  either  the  spectre  or  the  spindle: 
at  last,  in  her  agonies,  giving  a  snatch 
at  the  spindle,  she  pulled  it  away,  and 
it  was  no  sooner  got  into  her  hand, 
but  the  other  folks  then  present 
beheld  that  it  was  indeed  a  real,  pro¬ 
per  iron  spindle,  which  they  locked 
up  very  safe,  yet  it  was  nevertheless 
taken  away  by  the  daemons,  to  do 
further  mischief' 

"It  was  also  stated,  that  the  spec¬ 
tres  proceeded  so  far  as  to  steal 
several  sums  of  money  from  various 
people,  which  were  dropped  from  the 


air,  in  the  presence  of  many  spec¬ 
tators,  into  the  hands  of  their  af¬ 
flicted  subjects.  It  is  mentioned, 
likewise,  that  poisons  were  forced 
down  many  people,  by  invisible 
hands,  who  instantly  swelled  to  an 
alarming  size  On  some  occasions, 
the  rooms  were  filled  with  the  smell 
of  drugs,  and  the  pillows  of  the 
miserable  subjects  stained  with  them 
Some  complained  of  burning  rags  be¬ 
ing  forcibly  pushed  down  their 
throats,  and  soon  after  the  scalds 
were  visible  to  many  witnesses. 
Others  declared  that  they  were  brand¬ 
ed  by  invisible  hot  irons;  and  it  is  add¬ 
ed,  they  absolutely  bore  the  scars 
about  them  until  the  day  of  their 
death 

"An  old  manuscript  of  a  distin¬ 
guished  gentleman  says:  'Flashy  peo¬ 
ple  may  burlesque  these  things;  but 
when  hundreds  of  the  most  sober  peo¬ 
ple,  in  a  country  where  they  have  as 
much  mother-wit  certainly  as  the  rest 
of  mankind,  know  them  to  be  true, 
nothing  but  the  absurd  and  froward 
spirit  of  Sadducism  can  question 
them  I  have  not  yet  mentioned  so 
much  as  one  thing  that  will  not  be 
justified,  if  it  be  required,  by  the 
oaths  of  more  considerate  persons 
than  any  that  can  ridicule  these  odd 
phenomena.'  [Ed  note:  We  recently 
read  a  news  item  about  a  murder  trial 


due  to  begin  soon  in  Connecticut  The 
accused  claims  that  he  was  possesed 
by  several  demons,  and  his  lawyers  in¬ 
tend  to  use  'possession  by  devils'  as 
the  main  defense  in  the  trial!] 

"The  above  is  given,  to  exhibit  the 
dark  and  gloomy  times  that  pervaded 
New-England  when  Phips  was  ap¬ 
pointed  governor.  Many  of  the  most 
respected  people  were  accused  of 
witchcraft,  and  some  lost  their  lives  in 
the  tumult  which  it  was  raging.  It  ap¬ 
pears,  however,  that  Sir  William  im¬ 
mediately  commenced  an  elaborate 
investigation  into  the  nature  of  this 
evil.  He  is  repesented  as  'being  dropt 
as  it  were  from  the  machine  of 
Heaven'  for  this  purpose.  He  left  no 
means  untried  to  accomplish  his 
undertaking.  Courts  of  inquiry  and  ex¬ 
amination  were  held  — many  who  had 
been  trivially  committed  for  trial, 
discharged  — and  those  who  were 
tried,  had  everything  thrown  in  their 
favor.  The  history  of  that  age  gives 
some  strange  accounts  of  the  ac¬ 
cused  and  afflicted,  during  the  first 
administration  of  Phips,  when  they 
were  brought  together  before  the 
court.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  although 
the  afflicted  were  closely  blind¬ 
folded,  and  the  accused  passed  into 
the  room  ever  so  silently,  the  former 
were  immediately  thrown  into  the 
most  excrutiating  agonies,  and 


prayed  that  the  tormentor  might  be 
removed. 

"Phips,  however,  finally  succeeded 
in  quelling  this  terrible  calamity,  and 
order  and  peace  once  more  reigned 
throughout  the  land. 

"It  is  in  favor  of  our  ancestors,  to 
find  that  they  were  not  alone  in  the 
belief  they  had  adopted.  The  Dutch 
and  French  ministers  in  the  province 
of  New-York,  having  been  consulted 
by  one  of  the  chief  judges  as  to  their 
belief  in  witchcraft,  declared  their 
opinion  in  these  words:  'That  if  we 
believe  no  venefick  witchcraft,  we 
must  renounce  the  scripture  of  God, 
and  the  consent  of  almost  all  the 
world.' 

"After  Sir  William  had  accom¬ 
plished  this  great  work,  the  New- 
Englanders  publickly  thanked  him  in 
these  words:  'As  one  of  the  tribe  of 
Zebulan,  raised  up  from  among 
themselves,  and  spirited  as  well  as 
commissioned  to  be  the  steersman  of 
a  vessel  befogg'd  in  the  mare  mor- 
tuum  of  witchcraft,  who  now  so  hap¬ 
pily  steered  her  course,  that  she 
escaped  shipwrack,  and  was  safely 
again  moored  under  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  and  cut  asunder  the  Cir- 
cean  knot  of  enchantment,  more  dif¬ 
ficult  to  be  dissolved  than  the  famous 
Gordian  one  of  old.'  "

Extraordinary  Offering  of  1870  and  1871 
Longacre  Aluminum  Patterns 


The  following  seven  pieces  come  from  the  Rudy  Sieck  Collection,  auc¬ 
tioned  by  us  as  part  of  the  1981  ANA  sale  in  August,  1981.  All  feature  the 
magnificent  high  relief  seated  Indian  Princess  design  by  lames  B. 
Longacre.  Liberty  wears  an  Indian  headress  of  the  kind  found  on  the  1854 
gold  dollars  and  three-dollar  pieces.  She  is  seated  on  a  rock.  The  right 
hand  holds  a  pole  supporting  a  Liberty  cap,  the  left  rests  on  a  globe  in¬ 
scribed  LIBERTY;  two  flags  behind,  one  with  twenty-two  stars, 
LONGACRE  spelled  out  in  full  below  the  base.  Since  Longacre  had  died 
in  office  in  lanuary,  1869,  these  dies  were  actually  made  by  his  suc¬ 
cessor,  William  Barber,  who  evidently  used  a  device  hub  made  by 
Longacre  in  1868  or  earlier,  and  then  added  stars  and  the  date  separately. 
As  for  the  original  purpose  of  the  Longacre  hubs,  this  has  never  been  ex¬ 
plained,  but  it  is  probable  they  were  made  many  years  before  1869. 
There  is  a  possibity  that  only  one  or  two  hubs  were  made  by  Longacre, 


say  for  the  silver  dollars,  and  that  William  Barber  fabricated  dies  for 
some  of  the  smaller  denominations  with  the  help  of  a  reducing  machine. 

One  might  think  there  could  be  a  possibility  that  William  Barber  made 
all  of  the  dies  directly  from  sketches  by  Longacre,  but  this  dosen't  seem 
very  likely  to  us,  in  view  of  the  name  LONGACRE  spelled  out  on  the  die. 
Barber  is  well-known  for  copying  other  people's  designs  and  it  is  hardly 
likely  that  he  would  have  signed  Longacre's  name  to  a  die  that  he  had 
made.  Besides,  on  many  of  the  1871  patterns  (e  g.  1-1158 )  we  see  Barber's 
copy:  the  design  is  in  lower  relief,  there  are  13  stars  on  the  flag  (not  22), 
and  Longacre's  name  or  initials  has  been  removed  from  the  base.  Barber 
used  essentially  the  same  design  on  many  of  the  pattern  1872  and  1873 
Trade  dollars,  occasionally  adding  touches  to  the  field  such  as  a  plow  or 
a  seashore  scene;  the  same  concept  eventually  evolved  into  Barber's 
design  for  the  regular  production  Trade  dollars. 


1870  Dollar.  J-1018.  Aluminum.  Reeded  edge.  R-7,  less  than  a  dozen 
known.  We  have  not  seen  this  reverse  on  regular  silver  dollar  proofs 
of  this  era:  minute  die  line  from  right  upright  of  U  to  border,  another 
from  foot  of  N  in  UNITED  to  left  wing,  first  talon  of  right  claw  ex¬ 
tends  into  arrowfeathers.  The  various  lumpy  defects  in  fields,  in¬ 
cluding  the  prominent  pair  above  E  in  ONE  are  not  die 
characteristics,  but  occlusions  in  the  metal,  and  are  typical  of 
aluminum  planchets,  which  are  very  susceptible  to  the  formation  of 
air  bubbles  in  the  preparation  processes  Brilliant  Proof-65  3995.00 


1870  Dollar.  J-1019.  Plain  edge.  Also  R-7  but  if  anything,  a  little  rarer 
than  the  last.  Same  obverse  die  as  the  preceding  Reverse  die  dif¬ 
ferent  with  a  pattern  of  crisscross  die  lines  inside  shield  stripes.  This 
die  also  unknown  on  regular  silver  dollar  proofs  Despite  the  extra 
high  relief  of  the  obverse,  these  patterns  are  fully  struck  Obviously 


they  were  given  multiple  blows  with  a  heavy  press  to  bring  up  this 
kind  of  detail  Brilliant  Proof-65  3995  00 


1871  Half  dollar.  J-1107.  Aluminum.  Reeded  edge.  R-7.  Longacre  design 
modified  by  William  Barber.  Only  13  stars  on  flag,  and  Longacre's 
name  removed  from  base.  Details  of  continents  on  globe  sharpened 
up  and  longitude  and  latitude  lines  added  (a  rather  juvenile  touch!); 
otherwise  a  near  perfect  copy.  No  stars  around  border.  Reverse  die 
from  the  Standard  Silver  series,  used  also  on  Judd  927-932.  Brilliant 
Proof-65.  Available  at  4250  00 


1871  Half  dollar.  J-1110.  Aluminum.  Reeded  edge.  R-7.  Identical  obverse 
die  as  on  last  (identifiable  by  a  minute  spine  from  front  of  ankle); 
regular  die  of  half  dollar  on  reverse  The  reverse  (only)  is  sharply 
doubled,  the  two  impressions  separated  by  about  a  full  letter  space 
Doubled  details  visible  on  all  devices  and  lettering  Evidently  the 
reverse  die  came  out  of  alignment  with  the  obverse  on  the  first  of 
many  impressions  this  piece  received  Only  8  pieces  traced  by 
specialist  Armand  Champa;  the  present  coin  was  formerly  in  his  col¬ 
lection,  and  auctioned  by  us  in  1972  Brilliant  Proof-65  4495  00 


1871  Half  dollar.  J-1116.  Aluminum.  Reeded  edge.  R-7.  Same  hub  as  the 

last  two.  but  1 3  stars  added  around  obverse  border  to  this  new  work¬ 
ing  die  Light  signs  of  a  shifted  striking  on  the  date  numerals 
Regular  half  dollar  reverse  die,  but  data  in  Breen  and  Beistle  insuffi¬ 
cient  for  definite  attribution  Ex  Armand  Champa  Brilliant  Proof-65. 
Available  at  4250  00 


1871  Half  dollar.  J-1113.  Aluminum.  R-7.  Obverse  die  same  as  last; 
reverse  die  as  on  J-1105  to  J-1107  (see  above).  Ex  Armand  Champa

1871  Dollar.  J-1150.  Aluminum.  R-7.  Plain  edge.  Longacre's  design  of 
1870  with  22  stars  on  flag,  and  original  treatment  of  globe,  but  with 
name  removed  from  base  Evidently  the  original  Longacre  hub  was 
doctored  by  Barber  to  remove  the  signature  Reverse:  the  regular 
type  of  the  Liberty  seated  dollars,  evidently  the  same  die  used 
earlier  on  J-1019  of  1870  (see  above)  These  were  struck  in  silver, 
copper  and  aluminum  with  plain  or  reeded  edges,  for  a  total  of  six 
varieties  A  single  silver  impression  has  been  reported  with  the 
obverse  of  J-1 1 58  (by  Barber)  and  this  reverse  The  present  specimen 
r.  irom  the  DiBello  sale  (Stack's,  1970,  Lot  420)  Brilliant  Proof-65.

Colonial  and  Early 
American  Coins 


1722  Rosa  Americana  penny.  U's  in  legends  on  both  sides;  single  rosette 
in  reverse  legend  after  date  Type  of  Nelson-10.  Second  C  in 
GEORGIUS  double-punched;  die  line  inside  C  (ANA).  Usual  light 
obliquely  filed  edge  Ex.  Fine,  bold,  grayish  charcoal,  free  of  the 
usual  roughness  and  planchet  splits  that  mar  most  of  these  Color  is 
dark  enough  to  suggest  copper,  but  the  surface  fabric  and  texture 
establishes  this  as  bath  metal.  Nearly  as  bold  as  Garrett,  Lot  1241  at 
$2500;  these  Rosa  coins  are  very  scarce  in  decent  condition;  this  one 
is  a  good  buy  at  650.00 

Note:  The  1 722  pennies  come  in  several  easily  recognizable  types: 

1)  CEORCIVS;  VTILE  DVLCI.  Nelson-4.  A  pattern  with  about  4 
known,  2  of  these  in  copper. 

2)  GEORGIUS;  VTILE  DVLCI.  Extra  long  hair  ribbons,  nearly 
twice  as  long  as  normal.  Same  reverse  die  as  the  preceding.  Evidently 
unique. 

3)  GEORGIUS;  VTILE  DVLCI.  Nelson-5.  Regular  length  to  hair 
ribbons.  At  least  three  different  die  varieties  known. 

4)  GEORGIUS;  UTILE  DULCI.  Single  rosette  after  date. 
Nelson-10.  About  seven  different  die  varieties  exist. 

5)  GEORGIUS;  UTILE  DULCI.  Two  rosettes,  one  after  date, 
another  after  AMERICANA.  Period  after  REX.  Nelson-9.  At  least  9  dif¬ 
ferent  die  varieties. 

6)  Same  as  5)  but  no  period  after  REX.  Rare,  only  the  single  varie¬ 
ty  known. 

7)  GEORGIUS;  UTILE  DULCI,  no  rosettes.  Nelson-12.  Very  rare. 


1722  Rosa  Americana  halfpenny.  DEI  GRATIA,  AMERICANA  spelled 
out  in  full  Type  of  Nelson-11  About  Uncirculated,  some  original 
yellow  brassy  color  in  protected  areas  of  obverse,  darker  gray-brown 
reverse,  few  minor  patches  of  porosity,  but  unusually  clean  and  at¬ 
tractive  for  these  issues  Much  rarer  as  a  denomination  than  the  pen¬ 
ny;  only  about  9  or  10  die  varieties  known  against  at  least  23  for  the 
pennies  895  00 

Note:  The  rose  on  the  reverse  of  these  pieces  is  quite  similar  to  that 
on  the  reverse  of  a  silver  pattern  penny  of  Elizabeth  I,  issued  150 
years  before.  However  the  use  of  a  rose  on  these  pieces  seems  in¬ 
congruous  with  the  portrait  of  the  Hanoverian  George  I  on  the 
obverse !  Despite  the  1722  date,  these  were  probably  struck  in  1723. 
as  the  London  Post  of  lanuary  18,  1 723  states  "In  about  a  week  s  time 
he  [ Wood]  will  begin  to  coin  at  Bristol  pieces  for  America  which  will 
be  made  of  a  beautiful  compound  metal."

Note:  This  curious  piece  was  struck  in  the  1850s  by  Dickeson  who 
found  several  old  dies  which  had  been  intended  for  embossing 
stamps  on  1816  revenue  paper  (this  information  traced  many  years 
ago  by  lohn  Ford).  He  got  the  idea  that  these  dies  were  meant  to  be 
part  of  the  1792  pattern  cent  series  and  therefore  fabricated  a  1792 
dated  reverse  die  and  had  these  pieces  struck  as  curiosities  for  collec¬ 
tors.  The  eagle  die  has  the  usual  heavy  die  cut  from  border  to  nearly 
touching  the  rock,  as  on  the  fudd  plate  coin.  The  fantasy  1792  die 
was  donated  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  it  remained  for 
many  years.

A  BU  regular  1859  Indian 
cent  commands  $2000  or  more  in  this  condition,  a  coin  of  which 
several  thousand  exist  in  mint  state  Only  the  one  piece  available  (of 
course);  a  real  blue-chip!

Note:  Q.  David  Bowers  listed  this  as  No. 5  in  his  article  "The  Transi¬ 
tional  Coins  of  America "  which  appeared  in  the  Feb.-March  issue  of

Review ",  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Empire  Coin  Co., 
operated  by  lames  F.  Ruddy  and  Q.  David  Bowers  out  of  lohnson  Ci¬ 
ty,  N.  Y.)  We  quote: 

"The  1859  Indian  cent,  transitional  issue  with  the  shield  reverse  as 
adopted  in  1860,  is  also  becoming  important  and  popular.  This  is  one 
of  the  most  often  seen  of  the  transitional  coins  [Ed.

condition  only!]  and  is  in  great  demand.  As  to  rarity ,  there  is  a  story 
told  to  us  by  a  former  Illinois  dealer  concerning  the  existence  of 
twelve  rolls  of  Uncirculated  specimens  —  a  hoard  which  was  broken 
up  in  the  late  1930s.  We  would  estimate  from  this,  as  well  as  from  the 
number  we  have  seen,  a  population  of  from  seven  hundred  to  eight 
hundred  pieces.

The  Extremely  Rare  1865  Transitional 


1865  Pattern  nickel.  |udd-416.  Shield  type  as  adopted  in  1866  with  rays, 
but  dated  1865;  another  true  transitional  Identical  reverse  die  used 
on  the  1866  Proof  of  the  regular  issue  (see  below)  with  bold  center 
dot  The  date  logotype  is  from  the  punch  used  on  the  nickel  three- 
cent  pieces  adopted  in  this  year.  Listed  in  Judd  as  "nickel"  but  it  is 
obviously  copper-nickel,  like  the  regular  issues.  Brilliant  Proof-65, 
few  scattered  flyspecks,  mostly  on  the  obverse  Listed  as  R-7  in  Judd 
(i.e  not  more  than  a  dozen  known);  Breen  says  "possibly  eight 
known";  Q  David  Bowers  in  his  1959  study  in  Empire  Topics  quoted 
above,  mentions  the  possibility  of  as  many  as  ten  known  Obviously 
rarer  than  the  1867  rays  in  proof,  which  is  regarded  as  a  $20,000  coin 
today,  and  which  sold  for  more  than  we  are  asking  for  this  transi¬ 
tional  way  back  in  the  1960s!  No  1865  transitionals  in  our  large  1981 
ANA  sale,  and  the  piece  has  been  missing  from  most  advanced  pat¬ 
tern  collections  over  the  past  three  decades.

Note:  Of  interest  to  several  different  kinds  of  collectors:  (1)  Pattern 
collectors  as  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  patterns  listed  in  ludd;  (2)  Nickel 
date  set  collectors  can  spice  up  their  sets  by  adding  this,  just  as  small 
cent  collectors  have  added  the  1858  Indian  cent  for  years;  (3)  Type 
collectors  could  add  a  real  showpiece  to  their  sets  by  using  this  to  il¬ 
lustrate  the  shield  with  rays  design;  (4)  Finally  a  small  but  dedicated 
group  of  collectors  specialize  in  "transitional"  coins-  pieces  of  an 
adopted  design  that  were  issued  before  the  regular  production  coins. 
To  these  collectors  we  recommend  Mr.  Bowers  7959  article  on  the 
subiect,  we  can  provide  a  copy  to  the  serious  collector.

Note  Half-dimes,  dimes,  and  silver  three-cent  pieces  dated  bet¬ 
ween  1 855  and  1858  are  characteristically  very  weak  at  the  borders. 
Since  this  type  half  dime  struck  up  well  in  the  1840s  we  can  assume 
the  problem  resulted  with  the  introduction  of  higher  speed  presses  to 
handle  the  increased  output  after  1853.  Whatever  the  reason,  we 
know  that  the  mint  considered  these  striking  problems  as  serious,  and 
took  prompt  steps  to  modify  the  designs.  The  three-cent  silver  design 
was  changed  in  1859,  and  work  began  the  same  year  on  a  new  reverse 
for  the  half  dime  and  dimes.  This  was  the  so-called  "Newlin's  Wreath 
of  Cereals"  composed  of  cotton  tobacco,  sugar  cane,  com,  wheat 
and  oak  leaves.  The  wreath  is  wide,  but  flat  and  was  deliberately 
designed  to  permit  perfect  striking  of  the  head  on  the  obverse,  to  use 
Mr  Snowden's  words.  The  dies  were  made  in  1859  and  used  to  strike 
several  hundred  transitional  mules  of  the  1859  half  dime  and  a  cou¬ 
ple  dozen  of  the  dime  ;these  are  the  " coins  without  a  country"  listed 
in  the  Guide  Book.  The  removal  of  the  legend  around  the  reverse 
border  allowed  more  metal  to  flow  into  the  obverse  rim,  and  the  den- 
tilation  pattern  was  changed  and  considerably  sharpened  up.  The 
legend  now  had  to  be  placed  on  the  obverse,  with  the  result  that  the 
13  stars  were  removed,  the  first  half  dime  design  to  lack  this  feature. 
The  new  wreath  was  also  enthusiastically  backed  by  Snowden  for  use 
of  the  quarter  and  half  dollar,  but  this  never  got  past  the  pattern 
stages,  and  the  old  style  eagle  was  retained  until  1891.

Cluster  of  short 
faint  scratches  below  first  star;  evidently  someone  foolishly  tried  to 
remove  a  spot  of  tarnish  in  this  area.  Faint  obverse  clash  marks;  late 
straight  reverse  die  scratch  from  rim  to  beak  between  IT.  Denticles 
blurry,  as  always,  but  fully  visible,  edge  only  partly  reeded,  as  on  most 
other  quarters  of  this  date;  evidently  the  bars  in  the  Castaing  machine 
were  set  too  far  apart.  On  worn  examples  the  reeding  is  very  faint,  and 
occasionally  one  of  these  is  offered  as  "plain  edge,  extremely  rare",  even 
though  we  have  never  seen  a  piece  with  a  true  plain  edge,  i.e  one  that 
never  went  through  the  Castaing  machine.  One  of  the  highlights  of  this

Note:  Type  collectors  know  that  the  1804-1807  draped  bust 
quarter,  a  design  made  for  only  four  years,  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all 
U.S.  type  coins  in  Unc.  condition.  The  most  common  date  is  1806, 
then  comes  1807,  at  least  four  times  as  rare.  The  other  two  dates, 
1804  and  1805  are  nearly  unobtainable  in  Unc.,  but  only  the  1804  is 
widely  recognized  as  a  rarity.  Overall  the  draped  bust  quarter  is 
about  twice  as  rare  as  the  half  dollar  of  the  same  design  in  Unc.,  itself 
very  rare. 

Listed  mintage  for  the  1807  quarter  is  220,643  pieces,  all  delivered 
between  Ian.  14  and  April  14.  However  only  two  die  varieties  are 
known,  against  10  for  the  1806,  so  it  is  likely  that  many  of  the  listed 
total  were  dated  1806.  Last  year  of  the  draped  bust  type,  and  the  last 
year  for  quarter  dollar  production  for  eight  years;  the  denomination 
was  never  necessary  or  popular,  and  coinages  were  sporadic  until 
about  1818  Production  of  quarters  was  given  a  low  priority  in  the 


Nrl y  years  of  the  mint  because  of  the  abundance  of  Spanish  2-reales 
pieces  ( commonly  called  "two- bits '9,  mostly  coined  in  Mexico  City. 
These  circulated  as  25  cents,  which  was  slightly  above  their  silver 
value,  therefore  they  tended  to  stay  in  circulation  until  well-worn. 
The  situation  was  so  extreme  that  it  is  accurate  to  say  that  as  late  as 
1807  most  people  outside  of  Philadelphia  and  the  other  large  eastern 
cities,  had  never  seen  a  U  S.  coin  of  this  denomination.

The  Ultimate  Indian 
Peace  Medal

When  Bowers  &  Ruddy  Galleries 
recently  offered  a  large  group  of 
original  silver  Indian  peace  medals 
in  our  Garrett  IV  Sale,  much  atten¬ 
tion  focused  on  the  Richardson  type, 
large  oval,  1793  engraved 
Washington  Peace  medal  (Lot  1914). 
This  was  presented  to  Fish  Carrier  of 
the  Cayuga's  of  New  York  State  and 
Canada  for  services  rendered  around 
the  Canadian  frontier  during  the 
American  Revolution.  It  originally 
appeared  as  Lot  157  in  the  Charles 
Morris  Collection,  April  1905  by  S. 

H.  &  H.  Chapman.  This  medal 
ultimately  sold  in  the  Garrett  Sale 
for  a  record  $65,000. 


Although  fraudulent  copies 
abound,  legitimate  oval  Indian 
Peace  medals  are  known  to  exist  for 
1789,  1792,  1793,  and  1795.  Most 
come  in  two  sizes  and  most  known 
are  on  display  in  museums,  especial¬ 
ly  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
and  the  Henry  Ford  Museum  in 
Dearborn,  Michigan.  Father  Francis 
Paul  Prucha  published  the  current 
definitive  work  "Indian  Peace 
Medals"  in  1971 . 

Interestingly  enough,  the  British 
Museum  has  the  most  unusual 
Washington  Peace  medal  ever  seen. 
It  is  round,  has  only  the  initials 


G.  W.  on  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse  shows  an  Indian  beside  a 
Doric  column  from  which  extend 
thirteen  hands.  The  photograph 
shown  here  is  from  a  cast  supplied 
by  the  museum.  The  amazing  point 
to  this  story  is  that  the  Museum 
records  indicate  the  medal  was 
presented  by  the  U  S.  government  to 
King  George  III!  A  short  note  on  this 
piece  was  published  in  Coin  World 
in  1961  but  Prucha  does  not  list  this 
most  unusual  type  on  this  book. 

It  seems  hard  to  believe  that  only 
one  medal  of  this  type  was  made, 
but,  where  are  all  the  others?
